THIS painting by Corot, which the Museum 
received in December, 1913, as a bequest 
from Francis Bartlett, is a beautiful example of his 
late period; it is signed and dated 1870, five 
years before the artist's death. The poetic finesse 
of the composition, the unity of tone, and the 
luminosity of the atmosphere unite in producing an 
effect the charm of which is felt by every one. 
A woman is gathering flowers in a meadow among 
ledges and under trees with delicate foliage. The 
distance shows a glimpse of water with a sail.
